Shall We Bond for $70,000.00 
for Municipal Light Plant? 


Ata meeting of the Common Council 
of the City of East Jordan, held tast 
week, it was decided to present to the 
electorate of the City of East Jordan a 
proposition to bond this muncipality in 
the sum of Seventy Thousand Doilars 
to own and operate an electric lighting 
plant and distributing system. 

The. vote on this will be held on Mon- 
day, July 17th, and it is hoped that 
every voter in the city will, on that 
date, register his or her affirmative or 
negative opinion on this proposition. 

This question has been agitated for a 
number of years, and it is gratifying to 
know that it hasfinally come to a head. 

East Jordan has had for years an 
electric lighting and power system, 
under private ownership, second to 
none in the state. 

The crux of the whole proposition 
lies in the question of whether or not 
the citizens of our city are being charg- 
an exorbitant rate. In interviewing a 
oumber of our citizens, opinion seems 
to be somewhat divided on the question 
of bonding. 

Tne Herald publisher has always 
assumed that this newspaper belongs 
to the citizens of East Jordan and sur- 
rounding territory. To that end, The 
Herald will welcome any contribution 
on this subject prior to the election.

BIBLE HISTORY STUDY: 


At a recent meeting of East Jordan’s 
Board of Education, a plan that is be- 
ing used by many of, our Jargest and 
best schools in the stale, andis appro- 
ved by the State Board of Education— 
that of giving one-fourth credit for 
Bible History study — was adopted. 

The plan is this:— 

Any student of the senior High 
School may, at his or her own option 
— and out of the school, take up the 
study of the literary work and history 
of Bible times, using the Bible as the 
text book. 

The teacher may be one of our local 
preachers, or one thoroughly reliable 
and competent. 

It, must be entirely nonsectarian; 
aminimum time in study expended; 
anda rigid examination that is first 
approved by the Board of Education, 
passed by the student, to get the re- 
quired credit. 

In this plan-no expense is entailed, 
no time taken in the schools, and no 
religious teaching in any way entering 
our school system. ‘We are merely 
giving credit to such students as de- 
sire to enlarge upon their knowledge 
of literature and history of the Bible 
and Bible times,

$5,000,000 ROAD AiD AVAILABLE 


Michigan Has Neat Sum To Ite Credit 
. From Past Years. 


Washington—In addition to the 
$1,499,688 Michigan will be entitled 
to draw in the coming fiscal year as 
federal afd for road building, it has 
a neat sum to Its credit from past 
years. 

Figures secured from the bureau 
of public roads show that Michigan’s: 
entire apportionment of federal ald; 
from 1917 up to the end of May, 1922, 
was $10,210,878. Of this $6,806,228: 
was applied to roads completed or, 
then. under construction,~ leaving: 
$8,405,600 still available for new con- 
struction. 

The amount earned by the state in 
federal aid by completed road work: 
at the end of last May was $4,952, 912," 
and of this, $4,477,186 had actually, 
been paid, the balance of federal afd 
earned and then due being $475,726. | 

There thus would be available by. 
the state in the way of federal con- 
tribution for road work more hae 
$5,000,000.

GOOD RECIPES WORTH KEEPING 
GOOD sunshine cake is one which 
even the lovers of angel food will 
like. 
Sunshine Cake. 
Take one cupful of butter, two cup- 
fuls of sugar; cream the butter, add- 
ing the sugar a spoonful at a time 
until all fs used. Beat the yolks of 
eleven eggs until very light and 
creamy. Bert with them the sugar 
and butter, adding the egg a spoonful 
at atime. Sift two and one-half cup- 
fuls of flour with two and one-half 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder, and 
the flour a little at a time, alternating 
it with one cupful of milk, flavor with 
one teaspoonful of vanilla. Bake in a 
loaf. ‘ 
Filling. 
Seald one cupful of milk, add two 
tablespoonfuls of sugar, mixed with 
one tablespoonful each of cornstarch 
and flour, a pinch of salt, cook until 
smooth and thick, then add the Juice 
‘and rind of a lemon and one table- 
spoonful of butter—the butter added 
while hot, the lemon rind and juice 
when cool.

Také one-half cupful each of lard and 
sugar, using the light brown; add the 
yolks of eight eggs well heatten and 
one-half cupful of milk, four .cupfuls

No one in the 
world deserves greater sympathy and 
comfort and aid than those who are 
suffering from Its which they helleve 
cannot be cured. But there are entire- 
ly too many who are declared ineur- 
ables or decide themselvés that noth- 
ing can be done to bring them good 
health. Every community of consider- 
able size has some such residents who 
make Ufe unhappy for themselves and 
others, and many thousands of them 
may be found in the United States. 
Yet, thanks to the advances of medical 
science, only a very simall proportion 
of these are actually incurables. 

Wonderful would be the increase In 
the world’s happiness if this fact were 
widely known and understood and be- 
lieved. It is, therefore, a matter of 
great importance which should make 
every one glad that President Har- 
ding’s personal physician, Brig. Gen. 
Churtes Sawyer, is engaged in plan- 
ning for the welfare department of 
the United States government. Por 
Doctor Sawyer has devoted most of 
his life to seeking “incurables” and 
curing them, and he belleves that the 
happiness and welfare of thousands of 
persons depends on teaching them that 
few are actually ineurable and that 
most of the sick can be made well.

Etymol- 
ogists find it derived from the same 
source as Helen and also discover It 
through the evolution of Charlotte.

It is not difficult to understand how 
Lena or Lina came to be a contrac. 
tion of Helena, but preference is gen- 
erally given to the theory that Lina 
is the correct form and that its reul 
course is identical with the great Karl 
of the Franks who was the forefather 
of the feminine Charlotte, 

Charlotte of Savoy, who muzrried 
Louis XI, introduced her name to 
French royalty, whence it traveled 
quickly to Germany. There it changed 
form, becoming first Lettchen, then 
Caroline, and finally Lina. Meanwhile 
Charlotte d’Albret of France, who was 
given in marriage Into the House of 
Tremouille, was responsible for the 
brave Lady Derby carrying it into 
England.

The Spanish make Lola from the 
contracted form of Charlotte or Cur- 
lota, as they call her, and the French 
have on equivalent Lolotte, Caroline, 
the form from which our own Lina 
is probably most often dcrived, was 
popular in Germany and was brought 
to Iingland by the wife of George II, 
who gave it vogue among the nobility. 

The lovely mysterious lapis lazuli 
is the talismanie stone assigned to 
Lena. It promises her freedom from 
danger and disease; indeed, it {s said 
to‘ be e cure for fevers. Friday is 
her lucky day and 5 her lucky number.

KIM MILK will prove a: boon to 
many housewives who have for- 
gotten that it may be used in nearly 
all dishes instead of whole milk, and 
can- be bought in many places for very 
little. In cream soups, adding a little 
more Hutter, the skim milk is especial-

THINGS BEGINNERS. 
MUST LEARN FIRS? 


Explanation of Terms Used in 
Radio' and of Its Basic 
Principles. 


Due to the great interest taken in ra- 
dio since broadcasting stations have 
been started, many radiv terms are 
seen and heard that may be unfamiliar 
to the novice. Some of the most eom- 
monly used terms are explained and 
defined below. 

Like Nght, heat and sound, radio 
energy is propagated In the form of a 
wave motion. Every one is familiar 
with the wave motion set up on the 
surface of a still body of water. by the 
dropping of a stone Into it, 

Every time a point on the surface 
of the waves goes through a complete 
set of motions and starts to repeat 
those motions the wave is said to have 
vone through « cycle. 

The number of complete eycles gone 


The human car is responsive to 


eyeles per second but is not capable of 
responding to the higher frequencies 
encountered in radio. Arbitrarily a 
frequency of less than 10,000 cycles 
has been called an audible frequency 
—-one which can be heard—and frei 
quencies above 10,000 cycles, radio or 
inaudible frequencies—because they 
cannot be heard by the human ear. 
The particular type of wave which 
propagates radio energy is iim eleetro- 
magnetic wave. All of us have seen 
hits of iron and stce] attracted by the 
little toy magnets made up in the form 
of horseshoes. This attraction of the 
magnet for the bits of iron and steel 
showed the existence of a magnetic 


nn nn nes, 


“The high-frequency current is known 
as the’ carrier-wave and its function 
is to radiate into space In the form of 
electro-magnetic waves and by its va- 
riation in amplitude carry with it the 
variation in the tone at the transmit- 
ting station. 

Tt is the teequenecy of the carrier- 
wave that determines the wave-length 
on which a radiophone station is trans- 
nutted. By experiment it has been 
found that electro-magnetic waves 
travel at the same velocity that light 
waves travel, that is, 186,000 miles per 
second, Wave-length is the distance 
between any two similar points on two 
successive waves ;. for example, the dis- 
tanee from crest to erest of any two 
successive waves in the same direction, 
measured in meters, 2 unit of length 
equal approximately to one and one- 
tenth yards. Converting 186,000 miles 
to meters, the equivalent is 300,000,000 
meters. The length of an electro-mng- 
netic wave is equal then to 300,000,000 
divided by tHe frequency. Suppose a 
station was transmitting on a wave- 
length of 360 meters. The frequency 
of the earrier-wave would be approsi- 
mutely 835,000 cycles. 

Just as a violinist tunes his instru- 
ment, that is, makes a certain string 
emit a note of higher or lower pitch, 
or, technically speaking, 1 sound wave 
of higher or lower frequeney, by ad- 
justing the tension on the string, so 
may the electriéal constants of the 
antenna circuit of a radiophone trans- 
mitter be changed in order to have 
the station emit e enrricr-wave of a 
different frequency. 

If n tuning fork having a natural 
period corresponding to middle C he 
placed near a violinist who is playing, 
the fork will vibrate when the musi- 
clan phiys middle C, but all other,times 
{t will remain quiescent. This phenom- 
enon of the tuning fork vibmiting 


i whenever the musician plays the cor- 


responding note on the violin is known 
as mechanical resonance. If a radio 
receiver be adjusted so that electrically 
its natural period of vibration will be 
$35,000 cycles (360 meters wave- 
length) every time’a station transmits 
on a wave-length of 360 meters, cur- 
rent will be set up in the receiver by

the electro-magnetic force, except that 

unlike the toy magnet, its power comes | 
off in the form of wavy motions, This 

electro-mngnetic force propagates ra- 

dio energy in all directions. 

The medium that transmits the elec- 
tro-magnetic waves is the same me@- 
dium that transmits light—the ether, 
‘This medium {s supposed to fill all 
space, even that oceupled by fluids and 
solids. Little is known about its prop- y 
erties. , : 

In radio it Is more common to speak 
of wave length than frequency. The 
wave length of any wave motion is the 
distance between any two successive ; 
erests in the same flirection, The 
wave length depends “upon the fre- 
queney. If the frequency is high the 
wave length is short. On the other 
hand if the frequency is low, the wave 
length is long. Numerically the wave 
length is equal to the distance trav- 
eled by the wave in one second divided 
by the frequency. Suppose, for ex- 
ample, that it were desired to know 
the wave length of an electro-magnetic 
wave having a frequency of 835,000 
cycles. Electro-magnetic waves travel 
at the same speed as do light waves, 
that is, 186,000 miles per second, Di- 
viding the 186,000 by 835,000 the wave 
length would he .223 miles or 396 
yards. In radio work it iS measured 
in meters. A meter is equal to ap- 
proximately 1.1 yards.. Converting 896 
yards into meters the wave length 
would be 896 divided by 1.1 or 360 
meters. This fs the wave length on 
which KDKA operates. It also means 
that the electro-magnetic waves sent 
out from this station have a frequency 
of 835,000 cycles. 

FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES 


In a radiophone transmitter there 
fare two requirements :that must he 
fulfilled. First, there must be a source 
of high-frequency current, say, between 
15,000 and 1,500,000 cycles so con- 
nected to an antenna and. ground sys- 
tem that energy In the form of electro- 
magnetic waves will be radiated. Sec- 
ond, there must he some method of 
controlling this high-frequeney current 
or modulating it so that the varintions 
in the amplitude of the high-frequeney 
eurrent will be directly proportional 
tothe voice or music te be, trapsualited. 


electrical resonance. Stations trans- 
mitting on any wave-length other than 
360 meters will not cause a current 
to be set up in the reeeiver. : 

The portion of a radio receiver tha 

changes the wave-length at which it 
is electrically resonant {is called a 
tuner,. Syppose that “A” station trans- 
mits on pn wave-length of 200 meters 
and "B” on a wave-length of 860 me- 
ters. By adjusting the tuner until the 
constants of the recelyer make it elec- 
trieally resonant to a 200-meter wave 
or a 360-meter wave, either of the two 
stations can be picked up, but both 
Stations cannot be picked up simulta- 
neously, This is the’reason that more 
than one transmitter ean be operating 
at one time and yet only one ean be 
heard on a receiver without interfer- 
ence from the others, 
. The other necessary part of a tadio 
receiver is the detector. The function 
of this portion of the receiver is to 
utilize the small currents in the tuner 
that are set up by a transmitting sta- 
tion and.make them audible through 
the medium of a telephone receiver. If 
the telephone recejver were connected 
directly to the tuner the high-fraquency 
current would not operate the dia- 
phragm of the receiver and even if the 
diaphragm were set in motion it would 
be too fast a motion to be picked up 
by the human ear. 

In 1 simple receiver the detector us- 
ually consists of two pieces of minera} 
in contact or a piece of mineral in con- 
tact with a metallie spring. Jither 
combination is known as a crystal de- 
tector, A detector of this type is noth- 
{ng more than a rectifier; that is, when 
an alternating current [s applied at the 
terminals the current is allowed to 
flow only in one direction,

The Grasshoppers are With Us. 
Precautions Must he Taken to 
Save Young Seeding: | 


Reports have been brought in from 


, several sources that the grasshoppers 
,are working quite extensively. And 


especially so in young alfalfa seeding. 
Last year the Board of, Supervisors 
made it possible for each and every 


‘farmer in Charlevoix County to effec- 


lively fight this pest by making an 
appropriation to defray the greatest 
proportion of the expenses which is 
incurred in combating this nuiscanee. 


The money appropriated was used in 
i buying white arsenic. (Do not con- 
fuse this white arsenic with arsenate of 
‘lead.) The method of procedure of 


last year will again be foilowed this 


‘year, The co-op will handle the white 
! arsenic and will only charge two cents 


a pound for the same which only 
covers cost of handling. We don’t 
wish to be analarmist, but fore-warned 
is fore-armed, and as the white arsenic 
is practically given away, I feel that 
each and every farmer would avail 
himself af the opportunity and secure 


ha sufficient quantity of this poison so 


that it will be possible for him to mix 


; up the poison and apply it at the first 


indications of the grasshoppers be- 
coming a serious menace. Following 
are three receipts which may be used 


‘for this purpose: 


Criddle Mixture 


Criddle-mixture is horse manure 


imixed with an arsenical, and slightly 


salted. Itis to be distributed about 


‘the field~in small masses, and is 
' especially useful in combating grass- 
hoppers, as it takes advantage of their 
, well-known love of salt. The propor- 


tions “are as follows: White arsenic, 
one pound; salt, two pounds; fresh 
horse manure, 100 pounds, or five 
three-gallon pailfuls. ‘The salt is dis- 


Solved ina pail of water, the poison 


stirred in, and the whole mixed with 
the horse manure in a half barre). 


Sawdust—Grasshopper Bait 
, Into a bushel of fresh hardwood 
sawdust pour and thoroughly mix a 
mixture made as ‘follows:—one gallon 


of water, one pound of white arsenic, 


{not arsenic of lead or calcium), a 
cup of molasses and one pound of salt. 
Add an ounce or so of either ethyl ace- 
tate or amyl acetate —- the former has 


; the odor of bananas, and either one is 


attractive to grasshoppers. Add 

enough water to produce a good 

stiff mash and broadcast. The ethyi 

acetate and amyl acetate are not 

absolutely necessary but they do make 

the bait more attractive. :

Cow Testing Pays. 


Your herd ought to bea better and 
more profitabie herd this year than 
last. It can be if you would have it 
so. Do you know your cows? Do you 
know those giving you the largest re- 
turns, and if so, are you rearing hei- 
fer calves from those cows? You 
can’t keep the best heifer calves with- 
out knowing something of the mother. 
In short, ask yourself this question? 
“Am I keeping my cows, or are they. 
keeping me?” i 

The scales and Babcock test will tell 
the cow secret: you need to know. 
The more you use these, the more 
profitable cow milking will be. If pos- 
sible join a test association. A cow 
testing association. brings home the 
fact that there is a wide difference 
in the individual production of dairy 
cows, and that this variation in pro- 
duction is alsolargely dependent upon 
many conditions under the control of 
the farmer himself. 

A cow testing association is organ- 
ized by a group of about 25 dairymen 
in a community who hire an oxperien- 
ced diaryman ‘to ‘spend one day each 
month at their farm. He is called a 
tester. The tester weighés and tests 
for butter fat, the milk from each cow; 
determines the value of food consum- 
ed; and is able to show each member 
the income per cow and the profits 
from each. 

The following is a list of benefits 
derived by the farmer from a cow test- 
ing association: 1st, you know what 
every cow produces, cost of feed and 
the profits she makes over the cost 
of the food. 2nd, you increase profits 
by disposing of, poor cows and feed- 
ing your good cows, according to their 
production and ability to convert food 
into money. 8rd, the production of 
your good cows is definitely known 
and their selling value is greately in- 
creased. 4th, yon can get many good 
suggestions from your “tester” who 
ia aman of practical experience and 


who is constantly observing the meth- 
ods of the most successful members 
of the association. 5th, you can have 
the tester skim milk and cream, get- 
ting a check on your separator and 
the cream market. 6th, the associa- 
tion leads to a stronger community 
spirit essential to the development of 
all farm communities. 7th, the asso- 
ciation leads to the buying of pure 
bred sires andthe numerous advan- 
tages occuring’ therefrom. If 25 diary- 
men in Charlevoix county wants an 
passociation, your County Agent with 
the State Agricultural College will be 
glad to help you organize. We already 
have about one half of the required 
number to complete the organization. 
The subject is altogether too big 
and too important to do justice to it in 
this small space. However, further 
information on this or any dairy sub- 
ject that you are interested in will be 
supplied to you free upon request. 


CANADA MAY TAX AMERICANS 


Income Tax Propocsat Submitted to 
the House of Commons, 
Ottawa—Honorable W. S, Fielding, 
minister of finanee, has introduced in 
the house of commons a bill amena- 
ing the income tax act whereby Amer- 
jeans working in Canada and living 


in the Unlted States must pay a tax | 


of eight per cent on all earnings in 
excess of $1,000. No exemptions of 
any kind are allowed. This.is the 
same tax as the United States gov- 
ernment recently put into effect upon 
Canadians working in the United 
States und living in Canada, 

The tax is to- become effective by 
proclamation, which means that all 
that is needed for its enforcement is 
the scratch of a pen by the governor- 
general. 


President Outlines Subsidy Plans. 

Washington — President Harding 
gave formal approval to plans of Re- 
publican leaders in the house to bring 
the administration ship subsidy bill to 
a vote at this session soon after the 
tariff bill has been sent to conference 
by the house. The president's posi- 
tion was staled in a letter to Repre- 
sentative Mondell, of Wyoming, the 
Republican leader, which embodied 
also detailed arguments advanced by 
Mr. Harding in favor of enactment of 
the measure at the present session.

BODY OF YOUNG 
“RECTOR FOUND 


DEATH OF DETROITER IN GHARGE 
OF ONTONAGON CHURCH 
REMAINS MYSTERY. 


MOONSHINERS MAY BE INVOLVED 


Coroner’s Jury at Eagle Harbor Does 
Not, However, Find Evidence 
of Foul Play. | 


Detroit—“The glorious Easter Day 
Once more is near at hand, With its 
coming, victory over death once more 
is fully realized.” 

Thus George W. Jerome Dickinson, 

20 years old, acting rector of the 
Spiscopal Church in Ontonagon, Mich., 
wrote to his family at 686 Atkinson 
avenue, on April %. It was his last 
letter, Three days Jater he disap- 
peared. On June 21 his body was 
found on Keweenaw Point, on the 
shore of Lake Superior. 
_ Dickinson had intended to begin his 
studies for ordination next fall, He 
had been a student at Northern High 
School, leaving there about three 
years ago to study pharmacy at the 
Cass Technical High School. He 
completed h{s course there and was 
a registered pharmactst, for a time in 
the employ of Grace Hospital, 

He went to Ontonagon last fall to 
complete his high school credits. 
When he arrived, he found that the 
Church of the Ascension, the only 
Episcopal church in town, was with- 
out a rector. He offered to supply 
the pulpit and, after conducting sev- 
era]; services, the congregation was 
so greatly impressed that they urged 
him to take charge of the parish, 

He took a conspicuous part in the 
crusade against the liquor traffic. One 
of the first theories advanced to ac- 
count for his disappearance was that 
he had been disposed of by moon- 
shiners. ‘This theory was discounted 
at the inquest, held in Eagle Har- 
bor, where the coroner’s jury found 
no evidence of foul play.

FLINT YOUTHS ARRESTED AFTER 
-ANSWERING CAPTIVE'S PLEA 
TO RELEASE THEM. 


FAIL IN ATTEMPT AT GETAWAY 


Detected Trying to Steal Autos In 
Which They Hoped to Elude 
Flint Officers. 


Flint, Mich.—Breaking into the Gen- 
esee county juvenile home at mid- 
night and assisting two young girls 
to freedom, caused the arrest, Sun- 
day, of five young men, now held at 
the Gonesce county jail facing serious 
charges. 

The young men are: William Clark, 
18 years old, of 118 Tillinghast place; 
Charles. Lauderbach, 18 years old, of 
Flint; Colen Campbell, 19 years old, 
of 2022 Pine street; Ralph Kain, 17 
years old, and Everett Baller, 16 years 
old, both of Coleman, Mich. 

The escape of the girls, Reva Flem- 
ing and Mary Reiser, detained until 
they could be removed to the girls’ 
state reformatory at Adrian, was not 
discovered until they were captured 
by the police, six hours after their 
romantic departure from the home, 

About 9 o'clock, Saturday night, 
the five young men were walking 
with a group of 20 fellows to the Ath- 
erton road sand pit for a swim, 
when their attraction was drawn to- 
ward the detention home, they say, 
by the calls of a girlish voice. € 

The lads approached the home and 
the girls asked them to free them 
from the prison, they claim. The 
young men agreed to come back to 
the home about 11 o'clock, according 
to a statement in the hands of police, 
but appeared there about midnight. 
An unsuccessful attempt was made to 
remove window harriers with pliers 
and cutters, and the girls suggested 
that the men secure skeleton keys 
and gain entrance through a rear 
door. 

A rear door was successfully open- 
ed by means of keys, and while three 
of the boys stood guard outside, two 
removed their shoes and walked past 
the quarters of Mr. and Mrs. Fred 
Burt, warden of the institution, to the 
-yoms Occupied by the girls and, un- 
locking it, guided the pretty misses 
outside, without disturbing. the cus- 
todians of the home. 

It was 4:30 Sunday morning that 
Patrolmen A. Smith and Scharff were 
directed to capture a band of youths 
attempting to steal, an automobile on 
St. John street, Bailer and Kain and 
Miss Reiser were taken by; the offi- 
cers, who were told that three other 
men and a girl escaped. Officers lo- 
cated the second group at the home of 
a friend and placed all under urrest. 


BERLIN DECLARES MARTIAL LAW 


German Capital Uneasy Following the 
Assassination of Rathenau. 


’ Berlin—Martial law and state of 
siege were proclaimed in Berlin June 
24 following the assassination of Dr. 
Walter Rathenau, the German foreign 
minister, that morning. 

The murderers who were waiting 
for Dr. Rathenau at his door follow- 
ed his automobile in another motor. 
As the foreign minister’s car was pas- 
sing a crossing they -fired eight revol- 
ver shots and hurled a hand grenade 
at their victim. Dr. Rathenau was 
killed instantly. . 

The assassins, of whom it is stated 
there were three, escaped in their 
automobile. : 

The report of the crime spread rap- 
idly throughout Berlin, causing a gen- 
eral uproar. Crowds gathered in the 
streets, discussing the necessity of a 
general strike which was being pre- 
pared hy the labor unious. 

All the roads to Berlin are being 
guarded by strong detachments of po- 
lice who are controlling train and au- 
tomobile traffic to ‘prevent demonstra- 
tors from marching on the capital. 


WILLIAM ROCKEFELLER IS DEAD 


Brother of Oif King Passes Away 
Suddenly, Aged 81 Years. 


Tarrytown, N. Y¥.—William Rocke- 
feller, who, with his older brother, 
John D., built up the family millions 
in the oil industry, died June 24 of 
pneumonia, complicated by a recur- 
rence of kidney trouble, at his coun- 
try estate overlooking the Hudson 
river from North Tarrytown, He was 
81 years old. ~ - .
